KEY TO CATALOG 





SPECIMEN: An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate, banknote or stamp that is printed usually with “O00000” serial numbers and 
may have “Specimen” overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use surreptitiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons, 
though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them an idea of the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of 
doing. Usually specimens were printed in limited amounts at the beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at 
an early stage, rather than have an entire production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed.A specimen Is 


similar to the final product, printed on the same paper and in the same color. 


COLOR TRIAL SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final note or evaluation before a final 


printing. These are usually extremely rare. 


PROOF: An initial pull or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for errors or faults. These 
were usually printed on india paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card. The amount of proofs printed is usually extremely small and 
usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate the quality of the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making 
final plates and finding out small errors that could have been repaired at an earlier stage. Usually, proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, 
etc.Anything that was made into a plate, such as a sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from it. These would be called plate proofs (for 


multiple images) versus die proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images). 
COLOR TRIAL PROOF: A proof printed in a color other than the issued color. 


ESSAY SPECIMEN or PROOF: A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a final approved design.An artist, engraver or 
company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his approval. If a design is rejected and never used, it could be 


called an essay. 


PRODUCTION MATERIAL: Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and such. It may include 
correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up with corrections as well as proofs, specimens, 


essays, models, mockups and issued final items. 


MODEL: A proposed or final design that may include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders, titles, vignettes, corporate seals, undertints and 
possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on. This portion of the design process allowed for the artistic 
Skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the “digital age”, banknote engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved 
items and re-apply them in a different form or design to come up with a unique new stamp, banknote or certificate. Often, all new engravings or “vignettes” of 
people or scenes would be engraved first to include in the new “work of art”, and other times, portions of different completed items would be “borrowed” to use on 


a newly designed item.All models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

Cornfeld formed an investment pool with some other investors, but they lost when the 
share value dropped to $2. Even IOS employees and portfolio managers sold their shares 
by this time. Financier Robert Vesco who, at the time, was also in financial trouble, 
turned to Cornfeld and offered his help. Vesco proceeded to use $500 million worth of 
IOS money to cover his own investments in his International Controls Corporation. 
When he was discovered, Vesco fled to Costa Rica. IOS then collapsed and in the process

In 1846 Charles 
Butler, representing the canal bondholders, proposed that the state turn responsibility 
of the canal over to the bondholders in exchange for bondholders assuming half the 
debt and the land granted for construction. Butler also proposed that the state issue new 
bonds at 4 percent yearly interest for the other half of the debt, with an option for the 
state to redeem the certificates at its discretion. This ended state control of the canal 
and put the Wabash and Erie Canal in the hands of private trustees by 1847. The most 
successful years for the canal were between 1847-1856. Its peak year was 1852 when tolls 
reached $193,400. Eventually, cheaper, faster, and more convenient trains made the canal 
obsolete. Portions south of Terre Haute were closed by 1860; the decline continued until

He acquired the Mississippi Central between 1865 and 
1868 and expanded it into a trunk line running from Cairo, IIl., to New Orleans. He 
developed the town of McComb, Miss. in connection with this project and was for a 
while the president of the Southern Railroad Association. However, McComb remained 
a relatively small-time operator in the railroad world, an industry already dominated by 
large trunk lines and Wall Street empire builders. All of his southern railroad ventures 
collapsed in the wake of the Panic of 1873 and were absorbed by larger systems. In 1880 
McComb purchased a small Wilmington railroad, the Delaware Western, and promoted 
it as a link in a possible second line between Philadelphia and Baltimore. That territory 
was then a theater of a complex, many-sided contest involving the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, the Baltimore & Ohio and the Gould and Vanderbilt interests. For a while 
McComb was at the center of this intrigue, but it was his last speculation. He died on

The AM&O went into receivership 
after the U.S. Financial Panic of 1873. After several years of continuing financial 
problems, Mahone’s relationship with the bondholders soured, and he was removed as 
trustee, but was permitted to continue to lead operations. Finally, in 1881, the AM&O 
was sold at auction. It was acquired by other U.S. interests based in Philadelphia who a a ae 
outbid Mahone. They were already building Shenandoah Valley Railroad and had a new 856 
commodity in mind: bituminous coal. The AM&O was renamed to Norfolk and Western 
Railway (N&W). Norfolk & Western Railway was expanded west into the coalfields, and 

later into a much large system, eventually tapping the Ohio Valley and Mississippi Valley 
commerce as earlier promised Virginia. The N&W was combined with the Southern 
Railway, another profitable carrier, to form Norfolk Southern Corporation (NS) in 1982.

The combat, between the Union Army of the Potomac 
commanded by Maj. Gen. Ambrose E. Burnside and the Confederate Army of Northern 
Virginia under Gen. Robert E. Lee, included futile frontal attacks by the Union Army 
on December 13 against entrenched Confederate defenders on the heights behind the 
city. It is remembered as one of the most one-sided battles of the war, with Union 
casualties more than twice as heavy as those suffered by the Confederates. A visitor to 
the battlefield described the battle to U.S. President Abraham Lincoln as a “butchery.”

Philip Livingston (July 9, 1686 — February 11, 1749), the son of Robert Livingston the 
Elder, and elder brother of Robert Livingston of Clermont. Philip was the second Lord 
of Livingston Manor, a merchant, and slave trader. Philip Livingston was the fourth 
child and second son of Robert Livingston and Alida (née Schulyer) van Rensselaer 
Livingston. He was born on July 9, 1686 in his father’s Albany, New York town house, at 
“Elm Tree Corner”, the intersection of State and Pearl Streets and one of early Albany’s 
principal crossroads. The name commemorates a legendary elm tree that reputedly 
was planted in 1735 by a young Philip Livingston in front of his father’s house on the 
northwestern corner. Something of an Albany landmark, the old elm was removed in 
June 1877. At the time of Philip’s birth, his father was downriver in New York engaged 
in persuading Governor Dongan to grant a city charter to Albany. Philip was named for 
his maternal grandfather, Philip Pieterse Schuyler. His son, Philip Livingston (January 
15, 1716 — June 12, 1778), was an American merchant and statesman from New York 
City. He represented New York at the October 1774 First Continental Congress, where 
he favored imposing economic sanctions upon Great Britain as a way of pressuring the 
British Parliament to repeal the Intolerable Acts. He was also a delegate to the Second 
Continental Congress from 1775 to 1778, and signed the Declaration of Independence.

The “Old Prison” served as the Montana 
Territorial Prison from its creation in 1871 until Montana achieved statehood in 1889, 
then continued as the primary penal institution for the State of Montana until 1979. 
Throughout the prison’s history, the institution was plagued with constant overcrowding, 
insufficient funds, and antiquated facilities. The administration of Warden Frank Conley 
(whose letterhead is included in the lot) from 1890 to 1921 proved the exception to 
this rule, as Warden Conley instituted extensive inmate labor projects that kept many 
inmates at work constructing the prison buildings and walls as well as providing various 
state and community services like road building, logging, and ranching. After Conley 
left office, the prison experienced almost forty years of degeneration, mismanagement, 
and monetary restraints until an explosive riot in 1959 captured the attention of the 
nation. Led by Jerry Myles and Lee Smart, the riot maintained the prison under inmate 
control for thirty-six hours before the Montana National Guard stormed the institution 
to restore order. The facility was retired in September 1979, and the inmates were moved 
to the current prison.

While the war ended in a draw, both 
sides were happy with the outcome as the war ended, although indigenous nations 
are generally seen among historians as the real losers. Historians in Britain often see 
it as a minor theatre of the Napoleonic Wars while historians in North America see it 
as a war in its own right. From the outbreak of war with Napoleonic France in 1803, 
Britain had enforced a naval blockade to choke off neutral trade to France, which the 
United States contested as illegal under international law. To man the blockade, Britain 
pressed merchant sailors into the Royal Navy, including Americans. American sentiment 
grew increasingly hostile toward Britain due to incidents such as the 1807 Chesapeake— 
Leopard affair. The British were similarly outraged by the 1811 Little Belt affair, in which 
eleven British sailors died. Britain supplied arms to Native Americans, who raided 
European-American settlers on the American frontier, hindering the expansion of the 
United States and provoking resentment. Although the debate on whether the desire 
to annex some or all of British North America (Canada) contributed to the American 
decision to go to war, the reasoning for invasion was mainly strategical. President James 
Madison signed into law the declaration of war after heavy pressure from the War
